to pull out. When the freight engine 
got out there the flagman had left and 
had walked in. It is presumed that 
some little time was spent looking for 
the flagman and the time on which 
the delayed train was to pull out 
had nearly elapsed when the switch crew 
started back to get in on the side track 
to allow the freight to pass. In this ef- 
fort they they wero unsuccessful. They 
met at the crossing of North Mercer 
street. The freight engine was No. 354 
and the switch engine No. 56. The two 
engines locked in fearful embrace and 
the jar threw four freight cars from the 
tnielc. The cars which left the track 
ttvro an empty refrigerator car, a car 
loaded with buggies, a car loaded with 
dry goods and a car loaded with coffee, 
Thu coffee and refrigerator oars were 
completely wrecked, the latter jumping 
the track and landing within 10 feet 
rrom a house, occupied by a colored 
family. 


The above- particulars were gathered 


from neighbors who wore at the scene 
of thu wreck this morning. 


A reporter visited the Wabash round 


house this morning and viewed the re- 
mains of the two engines.

WASHINQTON, April 23.—The United 


States patent office was for the third 
time visited by fire, about 1:15 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Tlie scene of the 
blaze was in the southwest corner of 
the basement of the photographic blue 
print room, close to a crowded public 
thoroughfare. Mr. Flint, chief of this 
room, was pouring ether into five gal- 
lon jugs when the ether exploded, and 
running down the floor came in con- 
tact with the stove and ignited. Mr. 
Flint was caught in the flames and se- 
verely burned about the face, arms 
and shoulders. He was removed to a 
drug store across the street, where his 
wounds were dressed, and was then 
taken to the Emergency hospital. 


A watchman who ran into the room 


to see what was the matter, was also 
caught in the flames, and received 
painful burns. 


Miss Nevins, in charge of the tele- 


phone lines in the building, whose of- 
fice is located in the adjoining room, 
was overcome by smoke and fainted, 
but was carried out uninjured by one 
of the employes. 


The room was filled'with chemicals 


and explosives which burned, fiercely 
and emitted vast volumes of smoke, 
which caused a hasty stampede of the 
numerous clerks employed in other 
portions of the building. 


After half an hour's hard work the 


firemen extinguished the flames before 
they could spread to the adjoining 
offices. The loss was about $100, prin- 
cipally in photographic apparatus. 
Most of the original drawings were 
saved, and of those destroyed a good 
many can be replaced. 


Among the hails in the vicinity were 


stored a number of files which con- 
tained records of the office and other 
papers. 
A great 
number of these 


were damaged by water. 


Public attention lias frequently been 


called to the danger to human life and 
also to public property occasioned by 
the carrying on of examination of ex- 
plosives and other dangerous avoca- 
tions and the storage of great quanti- 
ties of chemicals in the patent office. 
1'he patent office has twice previously 
>een on fire. In 1877 a fire occurred 
here which burned for twenty hours 
nd totally destroyed the museum 6f 
,he patent office, necesitating the en- 
ire reconstruction of that portion 01 
lie interior department building.

SANTIAGO BE CUBA, April S3.—Your 


correspondent visited many places in 
the province of Puerto Principe, and 
found everything quiet.

who has taken into account the fact 
that the reason our present silver dollar, 
which commercially is only" worth 50 
cents, buys as much of the necessaries 
of life and pays as many debts as a gold 
dollar, is because the government has 
guaranteed to redeem it at one dollar, 
and that to have free coinage of silv er 
the government would have to cease 
making such a guaranty, which would 
leave silver to stand on its own commer- 
cial value the same as gold. In face of 
this undeniable fact, if a man favors 
free coinage, he must believe that silver 
could BO stand alone beside gold, or he 
must be in favor of a ruinous cheap cur- 
rency. 


Counterfeit Coin. 


A little book known as "Coin's Finan- 


cial School" has been extensively circu- 
lated among our people. It was written 
in the interest of free silver and is cal- 
culated to unduly and unjustly influ- 
ence many voters. But before a voter 
permits himself or his opinions to be 
affected by it he should weigh it care- 
fully and determine as to the correc- 
tions of the several premises upon which 
the argument is based and the conclu- 
sions arrived at. It happens that the 
little work is being vigorously assailed 
and its statements are being considera- 
bly shattered by the presentation of 
facts. Here is a sample from the Chi- 
cago Times-Herald: 


On the title page of "Coin's Financial 
School" a quotation is made from a 
report of the "United States Monetary 
Commission of 1878" as follows: 


"The discovery of the new world by 


Columbus restored the volume of prec- 
ious metals, brought with it rising 
prices, enabled society to reunite its 
shattered links, shake off the shackles 
of feudalism and to relight and uplift 
the almost extinguished torch of civili- 
zation." 


In the first place, this is falsely at- 


tiibuted to the -'Monetary Commission 
of 1878," being, in fact, garbled from 
page 50 of the "Report and Accompany- 
ing Documents of the United States 
Monetary Commission Organized Un- 
der Joint Resolution of Aug. 15,1876." 
In the second place, it is falsely quoted, 
sentences being left out, while the real 
quotation is as follows: 


"It needed the heroic treatment of 


rising prices to enable society to re- 
unite its shattered links, to shake off 
the shackles of feudalism, to relight and 
uplift the almost extinguished torch of 
civilization."! 


The men on this commission of 1876 


who wrote this were silver partisans, 
John P. Jones, Lewis V. Bogy., George 
Willard, R. P. Bland and William S. 
Groesbeek, and their statements have 
been the amusement of students ever 
since. For example, there ia not a single 
statistician of repute who ever stated 
that there was 81,800,000,000 of gold in 
existence at the Christian era. 


Then -'Coin" interpolated a sentence 


of its own coining in brackets into the 
quotation, as if it had been also quoted 
from the commission: "Dr. Adam Smith 
informs UB that in 1455 the price of 
wheat in England, vraa two pence per 
bushel." 


What Adam Smith actually said was 


this (B. I., chapter 11, part 3): "Ten 
pence a bushel, therefore, had, in the

BY AN OLD TIMER. 


1830. 


Saml. D. Lockwood, who presided at 


the first Circuit Court in Macon County, 
was a man of fine appearance, tall dig- 
nified, a sound lawyer and presided as 
iudge with old lirno dignity and had 
such high regard for the office of judge 
that he would not permit anything to 
ae indulged in by the attorneys which 
flavored of disrespect for the court— 
ourteous and kind to attorneys during 
the sessions of the court, but strict in 
holding them to tho observance of tho 
rules of the same and the preservation 
of order. After adjournment he came 
down from his courtly position and 
mingled freely with the people and 
joked and laughed with the attorneys. 
lie was a perfect type of an old-time 
judge. 


1833. 


Stephen T. Logan, who succeeded 


Judge Lockwood, was a man small in 
build and stature, quick in motion, 
wiry, active, with icmarkabiy keen, 
penetrating blue eyes, a mind as active 
as his body, tlovenly in dress and gen- 
eral appearance. 
Once when stocks 


were worn be came into court with his 
stock around his neck wrong side up. 
At another time when shirts open in the 
back came into fashion, the judge, to 
the 
amusement 
of 
everybody iu 


the court room, oame in with his shirt 
on hindside before. Ho had no taste for 
style and hated aristocracy, especially of 
too codfish order. The aristocracy to 
which he bowed was that of intellect. 
Onco a genuine lord from England was 
stopping at the old American House in 
Springfield. The judge hearing of it 
mounted his old horse and rode up in 
front of the hotel and seeing the land- 
lord in the front door said to him—his 
keen, sharp voice ringing out so that he 
could be heard for squares—"I under- 
stand you havo a real, live lord stopping 
with you. I would like to see one and 
see what he looks like." With all of his 
eccentricities he was ono of the most 
profound lawyers of the state. On the 
occasion of his appearing in court with 
his shirt wrong side before he and Lin- 
coln were pitted against each other in a 
lawsuit ic whioh a horse was involved. 
Mr. Lincoln with his characteristic 
shrewdness took advantage of the judge's 
predicament, and pointing to him as he 
addressed the jury he said: "Gentlemen 
of the jury, how much do you think a 
man knows about a liorse who would 
put on his shirt wrong side before?" He 
completely turned the laugh on the 
judga and won his case. 


PKOSECUT1NG ATTORNEYS. 


Jonathan H. Pugh, the first state's 


attorney, was a man of commanding 
presence and talents, and whoever met 
him on the stump or in a legal contest 
soon found that he was a foe of no ordi- 
nary powers. He fell early in life a vic- 
tim to a vicious appetite. 


Tbe eccentric David Piickett was in 


183G prosecuting attorney—a good law- 
yer, witty and a great joker. 


David B. Campbell, another prosecut 


ing attorney, was a man of decided legal 
ability, a fine specimen of a gentleman, 
sensitive almost to a fault; could not 
brook an insult; could give and take a 
joke with the best of grace. His witti- 
cisms were of the keenest and most 
elevated character. There was but one 
David B. Campbell, incorruptible. No 
criminal ever escaped just punishment 
because of his prominence or his wealth; 
no one dare approach D. B. Campbell 
with an offer of money or position to 
enter a nol'e, or a let-up in any way in 
the prosecution of any case. 
Woe to 


the man who would dare do it.

WILL BAKE A FIGHT. 


The President In Earnest In 


Opposition 


Hl'j 


TO TEG WLIMITED COIHiGE OFSILYEB 


Th« Various Executive Officer* Appoint' 


ad by Mr. Cleveland Being Urged 


to Organize for a Syttematic 


Contest for "Honest Money." 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—A strong 


and vigorous fight against the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver independent 
'of international agreement is to be 
mode by the administration. With 
that end in view, officers in tbe va- 
rious executive departments appointed 
under the present administration are 
being urged to organize systematically 
for the purpose of conducting the con- 
test along the lines laid down in the 
president's message. 


Many of the higher officials who en- 


joy reputations at home as stump 
speakers will probably take to the 
field early in the summer, and others 
are even now engaged in writing let- 
ters to their local papers or personal 
friends, Impressing upon them the im- 
portance of sustaining the administra- 
tion in the position it has outlined. 


Federal officers in the several states 


will be organized as a nuclus, about 
which all who uphold the administra- 
tion or rather who are opposed to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver, 
will be expected to rally. There are 
nearly 200,000government officers, post- 
masters, internal revenue officers, cus- 
toms officers and district attorneys, 
and innumerable contractors scattered 
throughout the country, and these 
will be expected to do the aggressive 
fighting in the field. Nearly all of the 
cabinet officers will take the stump for 
one or more speeches. 


Secretary Carlisle will 
certainly 


make two or more speeches in the 
Kentucky campaign. Secretary Mor- 
ton will deliver an address in Chicago, 
and perhaps one in St. Louis. Secre- 
tary Herbert and Congressman Clark 
will probably speak in Alabama. Post- 
master-General Wilson is being urged 
to fro West and speak in Illinois and 
Indiana, and may find time to do so 
late in the summer. 


The president is represented as be- 


ing thoroughly in earnest in the pro- 
posed crusade against the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, and will 
leave no stone unturned to prevent 
the free-silver sentiment from gain- 
ing headway and to crush it out, 
if possible.

empire had won everlasting glory by 
their behavior abroad. They had ad- 
vanced and fought, unmindful of win- 
ter's bitter cold or summer's blazing 
heat, and the had triumphed every- 
where. They had earned a worldwide 
reputation for discipline and human- 
ity. No praise was too high for their 
jiory and loyalty, which had added to 
the empire. 


At the same time much remained to 


be done in the march toward higher 
civilization. It was to be hoped that 
the loyal subjects of the empire would 
realize this and would guard against 
the dangers of vanity and conceit. 
They should cultivate a spirit of mod- 
esty and humility and strive to per- 
fect their military defenses, although 
without going to the extremes of na- 
tional armament. They should pro- 
mote education and seek to know the 
refinements—but not the effeminacy 
—of life. 


The emperor rebukes sharply those 


who, 
in the intoxication of victory, 


seem inclined to insult friendly powers 
and complicate the empire's foreign 
relations. Now that the breaches of 
faith had been repented, the exchange 
ot treaty ratifications should manga 
rate a period of forgiveness and friend 
ship. Every endeavor should be made 
to live in peace and good will with 
the nations of the earth. 


The emperor closes the proclama- 


tion with the statement that strict 
obedience to his wishes, as indicated 
in his document, will be exacted from 
all his subjects. 


ALMOST 
A RACE WAR. 


Desperate Battle with Rlotoni Black* In 


North Carolina. 


WASHINGTON, N. C., April 23.—A riot 


and almost a race war occurred at 
Bath, Beaufort county, Saturday night. 
Over 100 negroes of the town were 
drunk and made threats that they 
would not be arrested. The officers 
attempted to apprehend them, but 
were overpowered. A number of the 
officers and special deputies were seri 
ously wounded. 
After 
several at- 


tempts to arrest two colored men, they 
were placed in the lockup and guarded 
by the citizens. 


Sunday morning about 7 o'clock po 


lice officers with a posse of men at- 
tempted to arrest two colored men at 
Bayside, about two miles from Bay. 
One of them ran towards the woods 
and the officers fired at him striking 
him in the hip a ad ankle. All of tlie 
prisoners were tried Sunday morning 
and bound over to court. 


Later in the day they were taken to 


Washington, N. C., in a boat. Negroes 
pursued them in boats for a long dis- 
tance, but were unable to come up 
with them. The militia was ordered 
out to suppress the riot, but the mob 
dispersed before the troops reached 
Bath. 


Great excitement still prevails, and 


the negroes swear vengeance for the 
arrestof their leaders. The instigator 
of the whole affair, Thomas Bonner, 
has been outlawed. He swears that 
he will not be taken alive, and that 
the town of Bath shall pay for his life 
before he dies.

recruited the ranks of the always 
formidable brigands that infest the 
country. 


Fortune favored me, and despite the 


terrible tales of the guide who had re- 
luctantly consented to see me through 
I arrived at Concepcion without having 
seen a sign of a brigand, or, indeed, en- 
countering an adventure of any sort. 
But I was neverthelebs destined not to 
leave the country without some very 
vivid and almost personal experience of 
Chilian brigandage. 


The road that I had traversed led 


through the vast southern lands de- 
voted to foreign colonization, and I 
had made these colonies an especial ob- 
ject of study. The colonists are for 
the most part "English," but with few 
exceptions they are really Scotch 
people, and I was most hospitably en- 
tertained. The last, and most pleas- 
ant, of these haciendas at which I put 
up was called Albion, the new-world 
home of a typical Scotch family, Hunt- 
er, by name. Besides the old couple- 
old enough in years but hale with the 
almost perennial youth ot the sturdj 
north—theie were three sons, young- 
sters 
of 
twelve, 
seventeen 
and 


twenty, and two daughters, one a stal- 
wart, muscular lassie of twenty-two 
and the other a sweet, pretty child of 
fourteen or fifteen. 


Albion was a picturesque spot, nest- 


ling in a cozy valley cut by a deep ra- 
vine, down which rushed an impetuous 
stream. On all sides rose the sloping 
walls of a mountain amphitheater 
clad in variegated 
greens, beyond 


•which, to the east, there hung like 
mirages in the sky the dome and spire 
peaks of the Andes. The Hunters had 
been there two or three years, and the 
place was already flourishing. A more 
homelike or Arcadian spot could not be 
found on the continent, and here I 
spent a few days in blissful repose, un- 
disturbed by any warning premonition 
of the terrible tragedy that impended 
over the calm scene, in which I was to 
be a sort of participator after the fact. 
Nor did my kind entertainers seem op- 
pressed by dark forebodings as they 
gayly waved good-by from their bal- 
cony, all aglow with sunlight and rich 
southern bloom. 
But, however invisible, the shadow of 


death was even then at hand. After a 
rather leisurely jonrney, having yet 
plenty of time to catch the mail, I ar- 


depredators. Needless to say that I 
joined the party, although I lost my 
passage by that mail. 
Jock Hunter, apparently aged sev- 


eral years by his terrible experience, 
went a little in advance of the Chilian 
lynchers as they rode forth, and at a 
favorable moment I got beside him to 
hear the story in its details. And it 
was indeed thrilling. At about three 
o'clock the morning after I left, an un- 
usual knocking at the front door 
aroused the family. Supposing that 
some belated traveler wished accom- 
modation, Mr. Hunter hurriedly got on 
some clothing and opened the door. 
There was a shout of many voices, then 
a rush of feet, a loud cry, the discharge 
c-f firearms. The boys slept upstairs, 
while the parents and girls occupied 
two of the three lower bedrooms, the 
third of which was set apart for 
strangers. Bob and Jim at once rushed 
down the steps, bnt poor little Jock 
was so scared that he remained on the 
landing looking down on the scene, 
which was illuminated by the swinging 
lamp his father must have lighted be- 
fore opening the door. 


As Bob and Jim reached the floor 


Jock saw them quickly cut down with 
machettes by a gang of men who were 
crowding into the house. About the 
same time his mother and sisters rushed 
from their rooms screaming and thinly 
clad in their night clothes. Then en- 
sued a scene the boy could scarcely 
master himself to tell about, and which 
must haunt him to his dying day. Spell- 
bound with horror and powerless to 
aid them, he beheld his dear ones 
dragged and buffeted and fought over 
by those wretches as some beasts of 
prey fight over their quarry. Ere the 
looting of the house began, a peon %vho 
slept in an attic above' the boys' room 
succeeded in getting Jock out of a 
window into the branches of a tree, by 
which means they escaped. 


We found everything in and ai-ound 


the hacienda in confusion, and the 
place was deserted. Not a peon was to 
be found. The scene in the hall was 
awful. The big brick-floored room was 
like a shambles. The bodies of no less 
than nine brigands lay in all directions, 
mute and ghastly witnesses t6 the 
fierce conflict among themselves which 
Jock had witnessed. To these, how- 
ever, we paid but passing attention, the 
slaughtered family claiming our first 
care. There they lay, nearly together, 
six in all, stark in death and literally 
cemented to the floor by their own 
congealed blood 


Shall I ever forget that spectacle1 


Hothing that I had Sien OJ the bloody 
battlefields of the north at all corre- 
sponded to the appealing horror of it, 
and for quite awhile I was completely 
unnerved. Mr. Hunter's face wore still 
the genial Scotch smile I knew so well. 
He had died instantly, with the warm 
glow of welcome In his heart reflected 
on his face; his chest was riddled with 
bullets. The countenances of the two 
boys showed wonder and surprise, in 
so far as the ugly wounds left any 
traces of expression. But the women's

rived at Concepcion to find the town in 
a state of confusion such as the advent 
of a dozen packets would not have oc- 
casioned. On inquiring the cause of 
the excitement I found that little Jock ; 
Hunter, the twelve-year-old "sqn of Al- 
bion," had come in that morning and 
reported that brigands had raided the 
hacienda and murdered the entire fam- 
ily save himself, he having'escaped by 
the help of a peon and fled to the town. 


The military authorities who, for 


some political or worse reason, either 
favor or fear the brigands, were coldly 
irresponsive to the lad's appeal for a 
punitive force to bt sent after the ma- 
rauders, and the hot-blooded citizens 
had taken the matter In their own 
hands. In the plaza I found a band of 
fifty natives and foreigners, fully 
armed, read; to start in search of th»

bodies presented the most pitiful spec- 
tacle of all, especially poor Janey, the 
elder girl, who lay all abroad like a 
fallen colossus, every shred of clothing 
torn from her, and a maehette stab 
wound under the left breast and the 
shattered fragment of a stair baluster 
still grasped firmly in her right hand, 
telling what her struggles had been. 
Mrs. Hunter and little Alice lay apart, 
both their heads shattered. 


Reverently we gathered the remains 


and buried them, then tried to track 
the brigands. We did our best, but the 
effort was useless, as they had too 
much of a start, and the peon popula- 
tion, wise in their generation and cal- 
lous in their sentiments, dreaded to give 
information that might place us on the 
trail. 
This is a fairly typical picture of the 


conditions under which colonization is 
carried on in Chili, but of which pros- 
pective colonists are carefully kept in 
ignorance. That life is at all possible 
la mainly due to the vastness of the 
thinly-peopled country and the fact 
that the bandits, after all, "rob to 
live," making murder and rapine mere- 
ly incidental to the main object. All 
the same, it is a most uninviting country 
to colonize, despite its unbounded nat- 
ural advantages, with "Whose turn 
next?" thus hanging like a Damocletian 
sword over the colonists' heads.

He turned out of his path just as a coal 
cart which had been concealed by a 
street car swerved from the rails. The 
unfortunate man ran headlong against 
the pole of the wagon and was dread- 
fully mangled. lie died a few hours 
later. 


Probably he was not alone to blame 


for the accident, for there is evidence 
that the cartman was reckless. 
At the

if

of 


him, 
if 
not 
for 
the 
protec- 


tion of pedestrians in the street at 
least to save iiimself from the possibil- 
ity of just such a collision as befell him. 
Unfortunately tor an excellent sport, 
bicycle-riding seems to breed reckless- 
ness of self and heedlessness of the 
safety of otners in many of ite devotees. 


The unfortunate death of Mr. Center 


demonstrates for the benefit of the 
"scorchers" that the headlong pace of 
the bicycle track is not safe in crowded 
streets.

small account the reasonable theory that 
folks who go about on the soles of their 
boots have a right to the use of the 
public highway. They may regard the 
situation with new intelligence when 
they are taught that a turn of a foot 
may mean death to the headlong pacer.
